No. WB-t( 14)/63, — The Government of India have 
decided to set up a second Wage Board for the cotton textile 
industry to consider the question of a further revision of the 
wage structure in the industry. While making its recom- 


mendations, the Wage Board shall keep in view the follow- 
ing : — 

(i) The recommendations of the first Wage Board for 
the cotton textile industry, constituted by the 
Government of India by their Resolution No. 
WB-1(3), dated the 30th March, 1957 and Govern- 
ment decisions thereon as published in Resolution 
No. WB-8(78), dated the 2nd March, 1960; 

(ii) The principles of fair wages as set forth in the 
report of the Committee on Fair Wages; 

(iii) The needs of the industry in a developing economy 
including the need for maintaining and promoting 
exports; 

(iv) The various elements of labour costs (excepting 
bonus) apart from wages; 

(v) The requirements of social justice; 

(vi) The need for adjusting wage differentials in such a 
manner as to provide incentive to workers for 
advancing their skill; and 

(vii) The desirability of extending the system of payment 
by results. 

Explanation 

In applying the system of payment by results the 
Board shall keep in view the need for fixing a 
minimum (fall-back wage) and also to safeguard 
agaipst over work and undue speed, 

2. The Wage Board shall also consider the demands for 
the introduction of a gratuity scheme on an industry-wise 
basis.
